On September 2, 1956 at approximately 12:30 A. K. Officer Tippit and his 
partner checked out for routine investigation a„ 441 .‘.est Conk.e. ce. ^ 

They observed a white male inside this place, who appeared to oe intoxicated 
anfasked him to accompany them outside. This person was sitting at a booth 
and as he got up, he drew a gun from his belu ana told the officer,. to 
"stick 'em up." He had the gun pointed at Officer uppit s face and as 
Tip v it and his partner backed up a little the suspect pulled the rigger 1 
an attest to shoot Officer Tippit. The gun was an automatic ana evidently 
one of the safety locks was still in position because ae gun dion t fire. 
Officer Tippit and his partner drew their service revolver s^anc. fired at 
the pan until he fell. Officer Tippit advised his partner so call i or an 
ambulance and tell the dispatcher what had happened. Officer uppit 
immediately looked the business to hold the witnesses. 

This person was dead on arrival at the hospital and was later identified 
as Leonard Garland, who was ’/anted by the Federal Bureau ox Investigation 
for an offense he committed in another state. 

Officer Tippit did not have an accident in 1956. Tippit is a careful and 
courteous driver and sets a good example with his driving. 

Officer Tippit has not had disciplinary action taken against him since 
entering the department. 

The excellent judgement and quick thinking of Officer Tippit has been 
oonsistant throughout the year of 1956. The action and performance o 
duty by Officer Tippit during 1956 deserves recognition.

The following report is submitted for your information. 

While assigned to District 101 we received an attempt suicide call 
at m H. Bishop. On our arrival it was found that this was a disturbance 
involving arrested party. Sgt. W. G. Jennings was present at this call. 

The arrested party was handcuffed and brought to the City Jail for 
Disturbing the Peace. On our arrival in the jail upstairs the handcuffs 
were removed as the prisoner was quiet. While writing up the arrest 
sheets the prisoner struck Officer J. D. Tippit in the right eye with his 
fist. The prisoner was subdued and received minor scratches about his 
face. Arrested party was treated in the jail by Police Emergency Doctor 
and released to be placed in jail, charged with Disturbing the Peace and 
Investigation of Aggravated Assault on Police Officer. 

Officer Tippit was treated at Parkland Hospital for a man laceration 
abq,ve right eye and released for duty.
